N August 8, 1946, the 
Governments of the 
United Kingdom, the: United

known as Crimes against 
Humanity, 

Two days before this article 
received the approval of the 
victorious nations, tho most

ever to. emerge fri the 
mind of perverted ‘science, 
was ‘sent hurtling down 
upon the town of Hiroshima. 

On Thursday, . August 9, 1946, 
a@ second bomb crashed into 
the town of Nagasaki, This 
second reminder achioved Its 
purpose, and tho next doy 
the Japanese sued for peace.
